12 Kareh 1952 which outlines an article appearing the 
Swedish Eeati dated 17 February 1951* The article 
explains that Bruno XAIKINS^ identifiable with the Subject^ 
berates the right-wing Baltic collaborators of the Voice of 
Anerica« 

ArehlTos FUes fF74-B-129-l and ;f^4^129-l dated 24 
January 1952 and 21 NoTsmber 1951 state that the Subject 
was roundly censored by Latvian exiles for his role in co- 
operating with the Soviets during the Corntnlst take-over 
of Latvia during June - July 1940 • It %ras asserted that, 
for a period, the Subject acted as a Comnlst-oontroUed 
political cOBonisor to the Latvian Amy after the coup d’etat* 
His picture also appeared with a group of Soviet staff offl- 
eers ooncemlng plana for a new Latvi^ Amy* He also re- 
portedly acouses his present conservative exile opponents in 
Sweden of being "Fascists”* 

Archives File #74-B-129-l contains a report dated 11 
Hay 1951 which quotes an article appearing in ]La Tribune D e 
Geneve on 5 March 1951 • This article stated that after tne 
Soviet ooncuest of Latvia^ the Subject, then a Lieutenant in 
the Reserve Amy, put on a General’s unlfomand was considered 
as a Soviet collaborator from the Socialist Party canp in that 
country* His chief assignment was reportedly to be to disperse 
the Latvian Rational Army and to ereatla "People's Amy" to be 
placed under the Soviet command* At the present tlise, the 
Subject is one of the leaders of the Socialist Latvian Exile 
Group in Sweden* 

Otherwise, no pertinent identifiable Infon&ation* 
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RI Document #74-^3-59 is a study of "Latvian Resistance 
and Smlgre Activities" dated 16 November 1950. This docuaeDt
